Angered and dismayed by 
1 he death of Israeli children 
in the terrorist incident at 
Maalot, more than 10,000 Jew- 
ish youngsters, rabbis, public 
.officials and other sympathiz- 
Jers took part here yesterday 
iin demonstrations of protest. 

And while crowds chanted. 
Sprayed, waved placards and */,,/' 
^carried symbolic coffins-, -aryl 
; while some demonstrators, in* 
jcluding Ju^neAGsy, the 
(Brooklyn District ""Attorney, 
.chained themselves to a fence 
|at the United Nations, leader^ 
.of various religious organiza- 
tions issued statements of con- 
■dem nation, outrage, shock and 
grief. 

Appearing at the main dem- 
jonstration, at Dag Hammskjold 
! Plaza, Mayor Beame told par- 
ticipants it was "a day of 
shock and sorrow for Israelis, 
for Jews around the world and 
for men and women everywhere 
who cherish human lives and 
pray for peace.” 

“At least seven persons were 
reported arrested on charges of 
disorderly conduct during the 
demonstrations, which led to 
the closing of the United Na- 
tions to visitors at midday. 
United Nations security guards 
aand city policemen, some of 
them mounted, some helmeted 
and jome using bullhorns, dis- 
pensed the crowds.

“The world doesn’t care too 
much about Jews being killed. 
We must make clear that the 
world is guilty, that the ter> 
rorist are sub-human, mindless 
savages who must be stamped 
out. But the responsibility is 
across the street [at the United 
|Nations].” 

Mrs. Rose E^ Matzkin, presi- 
dent of Haciassafi, the Women's 


Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica, .said the United Nations 
“must bear the brunt of the 
responsibility for each new as- 
[sault upon Israeli lives.” 

And H erman L /vWeisman, 

[ presidenT of th'e v Z io'hrsCflrc an 1 - 
jz ation o f America, said the In- 1 
[Sided t anVTaaloE' "constitutes ai 
damning spot on the conscience 
of every nation that has par- 
doned sentenced terrorists or 
voted to condemn Israel for 
acting in self-defense.” 

Expressing grief and indigna- 
tion, Cardinal Cooke issued a 
statement that said: "We call 
upon all governments and the 
people they serve to unite in 
excluding from their borders 
and their society all those ter- 
rorists who murder for political 
purposes or partisan goals.”

"grief and disgust at the ap- 
palling acts of violence in the

we should put such matters as the foregoing up to the Department for advice.
